The full tex t of the reply of Colonel F lo u r­ 
noy to th e argum ent of M r. Sears od the 
plea to the jurisdiction and the dem urrer to 
the charges against th e S tate P rison D irect­ 
ora, before the E xecutive Commission, is as 
follow s: 


ARGUMENT OK HON. O E O E O Í T. KLOUBNOY. 
M r. H o o rn y -V iy argum ent in regard to the 
M agna C hart» bad no reference to th a t at 
ail. 
I am m uch obliged to counsel for re­ 
ferring to the 
i t xas caae. 
I argued th a t 
m yself. 
I am g lad he haa called m y a tten ­ 
tion to it. 
H ere ia wfcat the C ourt said, and 
it is good law : 
“ I n c u r opinion, 
however, th e sounder 
«inclusion ia, th a t where there ia a g ran t of 
power io th9 Conn i.ution to a d ep artm en t of 
G overnm ent, as to a cin stitu tio n al or sta tu ­ 
to ry officer, or triDunai, w ithout defining the 
m anner and form on or by which it ia to be 
exercised and carried into iff set, the Legisla­ 
tu re m ay legitim ately prescribe reasonable 
rules by w hich this m ay be done. 
A nd 
though such pow er m ay not be ta k -n away 
by th e L egislature, and should it fail or 
refuse to legislate bo as to provide for the 
efficient use and inercias of the power, the 
departm ent, < ffi ;er, or tribunal to whom it is 
delegated m ight possibly act ia accordanea 
w ith its own discretion, y et when t ’j s L egis­ 
latu re has m ade reasonable and appropriate 
provisions for its proper exercise, it should 
and will be exercised in conform ity w ith such 
provisions. ” 
Now their position is th a t the A ct of 1380 
has taken aw ay the pow er from this C ourt. 
T he L egislature had no power to take it 
away. 
I t is t h í correct doctrine, as staled in 
the decision. 
T his is exactly our position in 
this case. 
N ot th a t it can take aw ay the 
pow er th a t the C onstitution confers upon the 
E x ecu tiv e; 
n o t th a t th e E xecutive of the 
S tate can abandon bis constitutional duties, 
because no C ourt can, by agreem ent of coun­ 
sel, or by A ct of the L egislature, or in any 
other way, tak e the jurisdiction which tho 
C onstitution confers upon the Executive. 
T hey talk about going before Ju d g e M cF ar­ 
land, or somebody else, to try this case. 
I 
have t jo much respect 
fur th e Superior 
C ourts of this S tate to im agine th a t any one 
of them would eu tertaiu for a m om ent any 
such proposition. 
I k co # very well if they 
did en tertain if, 
they would go beyond 
th eir 
constitutional powers. 
W e 
can't 
give them any such power. 
N ot only th at, 
b u t you cannot take th a t power from the 
G overnor of this S late. 
I t c m o o t ha doce 
by agreem ent, it cannot be dona by statute, 
it c a n 't be dono at al1. 
I don’t know how to 
answ er the argum ent in sny other way. 
I t 
is a sim ple proposition. 
There is no doubt 
about the m eaning c f A rticle X . of the Con­ 
stitution. 
Tho power of rem oval is placed in 
th e G overnor plainly and distinctly. 
Can 
the L -gislature confer th a t power upon the 
S uperior C ourts? 
W hy, the absurdity of the 
proposition th a t a C cu rt is to deliberately sit 
and bear testim ony upon a m atter upon 
which it cannot enter a decree. Is it possible 
th a t a law yer can bol l|y contend th a t after 
the C onstitution of th isS tate taya the G 0 vernor 
shall have the power to do this thing, th a t the 
L egislature can by agresm ent or stipulation 
in tru st it to tho hands of the Superior 
C ourt, or any other tiibuoal. Even if the 
E xecutive is willing, can a latvyir say th at 
the Executive can abandon bis oath of office to 
support the C onstitution of the S tate, forfe r 
of the responsibility or a iy th in g o f th a t sort ? 
The thing is iotu.itely absurd. 
The Gov­ 
ernor shall have the power to hear these 
chargfe, Dot the Courts. 
W ho can change 
this ’ 
f’lie people have said this. 
I t is new 
—I said it was new, but it is here. 
I t is n “w. 
but it is a p art of the C onstitution which the 
Governor is sworn to support, a:.d your 
H onor is tw orn to support. 
I t is there, and 
we can 't avoid it. 
I t says the G overnor ¡¡hall 
have th e power to remove either of the D i­ 
rectors. 
W hen ? 
A fter an opportunity to 
bo heard. 
W here? 
W ho hears it? 
I said 
yesn ro sy —and 
it is ro t denied—th a t the 
power to 
determ ine 
involves 
the power 
to bear, and the power to hear necessarily 
carries w ith it the power to decree and m ake 
a judgm ent, and not even my distinguished 
friend w ill undertake to answer th a t propo­ 
sition, because it car out be answered. 
The 
G overnor solely aud sl r.e h . leg th e p iw it 
to act, m ust find the facts upon which lie 
acts. 
T hey say the fourteenth am endm ent to the 
C onstitution of the U nited S tates says no­ 
body shall he deprived of the equal protec­ 
tion of the law. 
I don’t appreciate the force 
of th a t argum ent. 
I am perfectly fam iliar 
w ith th e sections quoted from Cooley. 
H e 
says due pr. cees ct law is an opportunity to 
be heard. 
I t certainly would not be due 
process of law to violate the C onstitution 
and take these people aw ay from before the 
G overnor and carry them before a Superior 
C ourt of this S tate, who could not entertain 
it, w hether agreed or not agreed. 
W h it do 
you w ant me to do? would be the response of 
the Superior Judge. 
Counsel say, we want 
you to h e ir the evidence in this case. 
W ith 
a jury, perhsp*. 
W h at are they to do? They 
ard to say w hether these people are incompe­ 
te n t or not, or have neglected their duty, or 
been guilty of m isconduct. 
W here do I get 
th e au th o rity to do it ? says the Judge. 
The 
C onstitution savs the G overnor shall handle 
th is branch ot the business. 
Suppose the 
Ju d g e does it, w hat is the result? 
The ju ry 
brings in a verdict th a t they ate guilty cf 
this or th a t specification. 
W h at am I to do? 
says the Judge. 
Am I a commissioner to 
take testim ony ? 
Is th a t the province of this 
( ’ u rt? 
A m J appointed by law, nr am I as 
com m issirn*r to tak e testim ony’ 
If I arr, 
w here do I get r. y authority ? 
To whom do 
I report, and when I report, who respects 
th a t report, and who is called upon to respect 
it* 
T h ire is nothing in the m atter worth 
talk in g about. 
T he closing argum ent was m ade b y Hon. 
A. L . H a rt ou behalf of the D irectors.

M r, H a rt— M ay it please you Excellency 
and your H onor : T he discussion of this con­ 
stitu tio n al provision has consum ed so m uch 
tim e, th a t I shall be as brief as possible in 
the presentation rf three propositions, either 
of which I think defeats the power of the 
G overnor to hear and determ ine this m atter. 
A nd in objecting to the exercise of this power 
by the Governor, it is not w ith a view of 
shirking the responsibilities th a t m ight fol­ 
low th it which is alleged to be m isconduct in 
office, but i', i» only an attem pted assertion of 
a right which we believe to bs fundam ental, 
and founded upon the original M agna C harta 
adopted when th e fram ers of th is C onstitu­ 
tion adopted a republican form of govern­ 
m ent. 
F or the pulpóse# of this argum ent I shall 
«odert'-ko to prove by refer- cce to funda­ 
m ental principles th a t it was not the inten­ 
tion of the fram ers of the C onslitutioa to con­ 
fer this power up n the Executive. 
A ad in 
construing an inst ilm ent of this n atu ie we 
are justifiable iu going back to first princi­ 
ples, to the context and the subj ct-m atter 
of th e legidation. 
T he claim at the other 
side is w h at? 
I t is a p r pn-iti n which I 
th in k , addressed to a C onstitutional Conven­ 
tion, whose d u ty it was to fram e a funda­ 
m ental law ia any of the A m erican States, 
w ould be taken to be m onstrous, because iu 
opposition to ali the views of all the states­ 
m en and ju ñ sta who have ever spoken upon 
th e ta tu re of the A m erican G o v tram su t and 
*f the governm ent of the several States. The 
preposition is, fi-*t. th a t the G overnor of this ! 
S tate, as the E xecutive, has the power 
to lay charges against officials who have been 
appointed by him . and cite the parties to ap­ 
pear, th u s becom ing an actor in th e proceed­ 
ing itself—to sit in judgm ent upon his antag­ 
onist whom he ha# charged w ith an se t th at 
is wrong, and upon renderingjthe judgm ent, 
to execute it him self. 
I t is claim ed by coun­ 
sel on th e other side th a t it is com petent for 
the S tate to confer upon a single individual 
all of th e powers of the G overnm ent except­ 
ing th e legislative p o w er; and, indeed, judg­ 
ing from the rulee th a t have been adopted in 
th is case, and th e argum ent m ade by my 
learned friend who last occupied the floor, it 
is also com petent to confer th e legislative 
pow er as wel! as the executive and judicial 
pow ers upon a single individual.

individual which wiii enable him to legislate 
upon the rig h ts i f individuals, to file his 
com plaint, to eita them to appear, to sit io 
ju d g m en t and pass upon the law and the 
facts, and to execute th a t judgm ent a h e u it 
has 'been rendered. 
A r.d in th e cocs'ruc- 
tion, as I siid b.fore, of th i- provision of the 
C onstitution, we in sy look to th a t fu n d a­ 


m ental principle of governm ent asserted in 
power 
all the S tates where there is a republican 
form of governm ent, in which there is a dis­ 
tribution of powers, eo eesentiai to individual 
rights under a republican form of govern­ 
m ent. 
I say we m ay look to thoee funda­ 
m ental principles in the G overnm ent of tho 
U nited S tate, engraited into the Federal 
C onstitution itself, to ascertain w hether or 
not the am biguous language of A rtille X . 
m ay he cc nitru ed to confer ail these powers 
upon the Executive. 
In speaking upon this subject, I desire to 
say th a t this lim itation which is contained in 
the Federal C onstitution, which is a principle 
in the govem m entof the S tates of the Union, 
th a t there shall be guaranteed to the several 
S tates a republican form cf goverm ent, ap­ 
plies as w el1 to each individual case as it does 
to the entire m achinery of governm ent; so 
if there b ean y lim itation upon the powers of 
the S tate, th a t lim itation m ust be held to go 
through out all the ram ifications of the law. 
T he provision of this S tate C onstitution is 
th a t the G overnor shall have the p tw er to 
rem ove either of the D irectors for miscon­ 
duct, incom petency or neglect of duty, after 
an opportunity to he heard upon w ritten 
charges. 
N ow I say, first, if this were be- 
fura a Court, th a t C ourt would never cou- 
stru s this Cons itution in such a m anner as 
to place upon the fram ers os the C onstitution 
and the people an intent, in this instance, to 
violate the fundam ental principles of govern­ 
m ent ; to give, in other words, to the Execu­ 
tive the pow ir to hear and determ ine, to puss 
ju d g n u n ', to become actor in the case, to tils 
charge?, to execute judgm ent after it had 
te e n rendered by fcimssif ; I 
ay they never 
would coustrue it to do th at, because it would 
be 
in opposition 
to 
thoee 
fundam ental 
principles which I have 
ju s: 
nam ed to 
your Honors. 
W here a provision of the 
C onstitution contains language am biguous 
in its n a tu re ; where it contains language 
which in iiieit cannot be construed to be a 
positive and direct conferring of the power, 
Courts and officers authorized to construe the 
C onstitution will alw ays construe it in such 
m anner as to m ake it confirm to settled prin­ 
ciples and settled rules of procedure. 
The 
provision of this C onstitution is such as th at 
I undertake to say th a t if the L egislature of 
this S tate ia its wisdom bad provided th a t 
when the G overnor desired to do so he m ight 
tile w ritten charges before a C ourt of compe­ 
ten t jurisdiction ; th a t the charges ehould be 
heard, and if found to be true, the G overnor 
should then remove th e p arty from office; 
th at it could not be said th a t the law would 
be in conflict w ith any direct and plain pro­ 
vision cf the C onstitution, for the reason 
that while this provision, iu 
term s 
too 
direct, too plain, too unm istakable to be sus­ 
ceptible of more than one construction, con­ 
fers upon the G overnor the ¡nw er to remove, 
it does not say- th a t th a t rem oval shall be 
after a hearing before the G overnor. A nd in 
the construction of this provision of the Con­ 
stitution, when ws ask ourselves where was 
it th a t it was intended by the fram ers of the 
C onstitution th a t parties should he heard, 
should have an opportunity to be heard, we 
look to the other provisions of the C onstitu­ 
im os a t cuce, and we ask ourselves, upon 
whom, by this C onstitution, was judicial 
power c nferreó? 
A ndhenc? we refer to th a t 
part of the C onstituí! n eonfcrriag judicial 
power u p ’ n set arate depar! menta of the Gov- 
ernmeD , and conclude th a t it was the inten­ 
tion of the fram e-a of th s C onstitution to glire 
the party au opportunity to bs heard before 
a C ouit of Justice, a C oart th a t has jurisdic­ 
tion to determ ine such m atters, a tribunal 
possessing the powers h it m ust be exercised 
before the judgm ent cf the G overnor can he 
exerci-eti iu the rem oval of an officer. 
I s a y 
then th a t this provision of the C onstitution is 
susceptible of two constructions; b u t if sus­ 
ceptible of a single construction, then th a t it 
violates the C onstitution of the U nited States, 
which guarantees to every S tate a republican 
form of governm ent. 
J uJge W allace—L et me in terru p t yon, to 
m ake a rem ark. 
In m any cases the power 
exists to rem ove w ithout investigation. 
In 
casts where investigation is provided, does 
tha*. take aw ay any of the authority ? 
M r. H a rt—I answ er th a t by saying th a t 
in those cases the officer is appointed during 
the will of the Executive. 
The Executive 
says to him : “ I am through w ith your serv­ 
icie, and I rem ove you from office.” Y our 
H onor will rem em bsr th a t according to the 
common law an office was an incorporeal 
hereditam ent. 
I t ia not a t this tim e an in­ 
corporeal hereditam ent. 
I t possesses the 
sam e essential qualities i f property tfijt it 
possessed at the common law, except th a t it 
cannot be inherited. 
It was a thing th a t 
was the subject then of an action at law. 
I t 
is 
a 
thing which 
to-day 
is 
ths sub­ 
ject of 
an 
action 
at law. 
I t is prop­ 
erty 
because 
it 
possesses 
a 
value, and 
possesses all the nature of an incorporeal 
hereditam ent, except th a t it cannot be inher­ 
ited. 
An office which is to beheld at the will 
of the E xecutive is lim ited to the will of the 
E xecutive, ia lim ited by n is will of the E je c u ­ 
tivo, aod the term exuiies upon the com m and 
of the Executive 
T he term goes cut when 
his will directs th a t it ahall do so. 
B ut 
where, by the C onstitution, a m an is the p ra ­ 
ses? >r of an office, in possession of an iffice, 
which by the 
C onstitution 
has 
a 
term 
affixed, he has a right of p opsrty in th a t 
office for tho term , unlees by the words of 
the C onstitution or the laws creating the 
office he forfeits his property, or his right to 
the possession of it. 
Iu this instance these 
officers are entitled to this office for the term 
fixed by the C onstitution. 
B nt no Governor 
is given the power to forfeit this right tc the 
office in such a proceeding as this. A nd your 
H onors will notice th a t the C onstitution in 
this respect is m andatory, th a t the G overnor 
flw ll remove. 
T h at he t hall remove for m is­ 
conduct upon the determ ination of a judicial 
officer, upon the determ ination of the law 
and the fact. 
Now I ssy th a t if there is iu 
this instance, which there m ust be, according 
to their th e ry, a com bination in the E xecu­ 
tive of the right to j udiclaliy determ ine the 
fact of m lscm duct io office, and let the for­ 
feiture of th erffice f-.llow by the Executive 
act of removal, th a t it is a c ncsntration iu 
the hands of the Executive oi the powers es- 
scUtiaUy belonging to tw a co-ordinate depsrt- 
m entsof the S tate Governm ent. 
Co iley, in his work ou C onstitutional L im ­ 
itations. sa y s: 
“ Ths power of the people to 
am end or revise their C institutions is lim ited 
by the C onstitution of the U nited S tates in 
the following particulars : 
I : m ust to t abol­ 
ish the republican form of governm ent, iir.ee 
such an A ct would be revolutionary in its 
character, and would call for and dem and in ­ 
tervention o d the p art of the G overnm ent o f 
the U nited S tate?.” 
In determ ining w hat are the essential qual­ 
ities for the preservation of a republican f >rra 
of governm ent, he says : “ The usual checks 
and balances of republican governm ent, in 
which consists its chief excellence, will be re ­ 
tained. 
The m ost im portant of these are the 
separate departm ents for the exercise of leg­ 
islative, executive and judicial pow er; a rd 
these are to be kept as distinct and separate 
as p ssible, except in so far as the action cf 
one is m ads to constitute a restraint upon the 
action of the others. to k e sp them in proper 
bounds, and to prevent hasty and im provi­ 
dent action. Upon legislative action there is, 
first, the check of the Executive, who will 
generally be clothed w ith a qualified veto 
power, and who m ay refuse to execute laws 
deem ed nncocsti u tio n a l; and second, the 
check of the judiciary, who m ay annul un ­ 
constitutional laws, and punish thoee con­ 
cerned in e s f -rcing th?m . 
U poa-juiicial ac- 
ti n there is the legislative check, which con­ 
sists ia the power to prescribe rules for the 
C urts, and ptrhaps restrict their authority ; 
and the executive check r.f ri iu in / aid in en­ 
forcing any judgm ents which are believed, 
to be in exc?es of jurisdiction. 
U pon execu- j 
tive ac'.ioo the L egislature has a power of 
restraint, corresponding to th a t which it ex- 
erclsesupou judicial action ; and the j tdiciaty 
m ay punish executive agents for any act in 
excess of executive authority. 
A nd tha Leg­ 
islative departm ent has an im portant re­ 
strain t npou both the executive and the ju ­ 
diciary, io the power of im peachm ent for ille­ 
gal or oppressive action, or for any failure to 
perform official d u ty ,” etc. 
T hus it will be ee?n th at the fram ers of the 
C onstitution of the U n ited S tates recognized 
the necessity, a t the tim e of the organization 
cf the A m erican G overnm ent, for the form a­ 
tion of a governm ent in which all power 
could not be placed iu a single in d iv id u al; 
recognized th e necessity for a distribution 
of the powers among the several depart­ 
m ents, and they form ed a governm ent pos­ 
sessing 
these 
powers 
distributed 
in 
this m anner, and denied to the several States 
the right to interfere ia any m anner w ith 
th a t theory of governm ent under which the 
fathers of the R epublic sought the form ation 
of the A m erican U aion. 
A nd it has been 
w ith the greatest jealousy ever since the 
form ation of this country th a t its statesm en, 
ju rists a r d legislators have w atched the at­ 
tem pts of o re departm ent to encroach upon 
the powers of another. 
Y our H onor will re­ 
m em ber th a t in the judicial history of the 
U nited S tates daring the rim e of M adison, in 
the celebrated case of Marfcury sg iin s: M adi­ 
son, it was distiuctlv affirm ed by the S u­ 
prem e C curt of the U nited S tates th a t w ith 
the essential a rd proper 
powers cf the 
E xecutive the j tdfiixry had no right to iu- 
and 
th a t 
w ithin 
the 


to 
interfere. 
So 
th a t 
they 
had 
i form ed the governm ent w ith three co ordinate 
’ departm ents, cividicg the powers of the F ed ­ 
! eral and S tate G overnm ents betw een the 
| different heads in such m anner th a t there 
[ shall be no oppression, so as th a t uo m an, 
w hether he stands at the head of the execu­ 
tive, or the judicial, or the legislative depart­ 
m ent, has power to m ake rulee for the trial 
of m eo. Bit in judgm ent upon their cases, and 
execute those judgm ents after they have been 
rendered. 
I t is in opposition to the funda­ 
m ental principles of the governm ent under 
which we live. 
Take W ebster on this subject. 
Cooley, in 
his speech on the “ Independence of the J u ­ 
diciary,” has forcibly Bet forth the necessity 
of leaving w ith the Courts the power to en­ 
force constitutional restrictions. 
•* I t cannot 
Be denied,” says he, “ th a t one great object 
of 
w ritten 
constitution! 
is 
to 
keep 
the 
departm ents 
of 
governm ent 
as 
distinct 
as 
possible.” 
A nd 
it 
is 
equally true th a t there is no departm ent 
on which i'. is more necessary to im pose re­ 
straints t an upon the Legislative. 
The 
tendency > f things is alm ost alw ays to aug­ 
m ent the power of th a t departm ent iu its re­ 
lations to the judiciary. 
T he judiciary is 
composed of few persons, and these not such 
as m ix habitually in the pursuits and objects 
whioh m ost engig-i public m en. 
T hey are 
not, or never eh nld he, p ilitf o l men. 
They 
have i.fieri uop'easant duties to perform , and 
th eir conduct is often liable to tie canvassed 
and c:usured when their reasons for it are 
not 
koowu and 
cannot 
be 
understood. 
T he 
Legislature holds the public 
r<u:se. 
I t 
fix s 
the 
com pensation 
of 
all 
other departm ents; it applies as well as raises 
all revenue. 
I t i ; a num erous body, and 
necessarily carries along w ith it a great force 
of public opinion. 
Its m em beis are public 
m en, in constant contact w ith one another, 
and w ith th eir constituents. 
I t would seem 
to be plain enough th it, w ithout constitu­ 
tional provisions which shou'd be fixed and 
certain, such a dep'-rtm en’, ia ca-e of excite­ 
m ent, would bo able to encroach cn tho ju d i­ 
ciary.” 
This is one of the strong reasons w hy the 
judicial pow er shonld never he pxeicUed by 
the head of a political departm ent. In saying 
this I desiie to bo understood as m eaning no 
riflictions—certainly not upon the present 
incum bent. 
A nd your H onor, who has pre­ 
sided over a judicial departm ent bo m any 
years, whose hair has grown gray while pre­ 
siding over one of the m ost im portant Courts 
in this S tate, will recognize the fact th a t to 
exercise judicial powers requires a trained 
judicial m ind ; a tuan m ust live in a judicial 
atm osphere ; he m ust ba far removed from 
political itfl truces and political restrain ts; 
and it is for this reason wa say the head, or 
any portion, of the E xecutive D epartm ent, 
being 
political 
in 
its 
nature, 
and 
calling 
for 
the 
exercise 
of 
essentially 
political 
powers, should 
never have the 
judicial 
power also 
conferred 
u non 
it. 
I believe I m ay say here, w ith confidence, 
th a t if at thi3 tim e it should be determ ined 
th a t an E xecutive officer, the head of the 
E xecutive departm ent, has the power to hear 
and determ ine, to try, condem n, and execute 
the m andates of the law upon an individual, 
it would be the tiist iastauce iu tho judicial 
or political history of this country iu which 
such a power has been asserted and m ain­ 
tained. 
T he very theory upon whi h our 
G overnm ent was budded requires of our great 
men, requires of the G overnors of the States, 
and of the m en who preside over the ju ­ 
dicial departm ents, th a t they w ith jealousy 
shall guard the distribution if powers, as 
m ade 
by 
the 
C onstitu tion; 
th a t they 
shall keep 
political influences far outline 
c f the judicial sa n ctu m ; 
th a t 
they shall 
base 
the 
rights 
r.f 
m en 
upon 
legal 
principles, upon 
law 
and 
fact. 
T d at 
they shall safely guard the hands of the judi­ 
ciary, appointed by the E xecutive or elected 
by the people ob account of their peculiar 
fitnees for the determ ination of the rights of 
men as betw een each other. 
I say, therefore, 
th a t one of the essential elem ents of a repub­ 
lican form cf governm ent is the distribution 
of these powers to the several heads of the 
several departm ents of g o vernm ent; 
aud 
when it is conceded th a t any of th e powers of 
one can be taken by the people of the S tate 
and given into the hands of another, the 
whole argum ent is conceded, for one by one 
the powers of this G overnm ent m ay ha taken 
aqd transferred until all are centralized in 
the banda of a single individual. 
If we m ay 
take tha judicial power to determ ine tho 
rights of m y clients in this ease and give it to 
the Executive, w hy not give him further 
judicial powers. 
I t 
cannot 
be 
denied 
th a t the very nature of the proceedings here 
is the exercise of judicial powers; is the 
undertaking to determ ine facts and to paes 
the judgm ent of the law after th a t determ ina­ 
tion. 
In addition to this, and w ilhout pu r­ 
suing this subject further, because it strikes 
me as being a self-evident proposition to all 
who have studied the political nature and 
history of the G overnm ent of this S tate, and 
of th s U nited States, I desire to reassert the 
proposition m ade fcy m y learned aisociate 
who last addte sod this 
tribunal. 
It w ai 
said by him, a rd correctly, I think, th a t this 
clause, if it confers judicial powers upon the 
G overnor, is in conflict with the fourteenth 
am endm ent of th e U nited S tates C onstitu­ 
tion. 
Y cu r H onor’s reading w ill tell you 
th a t 
there 
has been m uch 
learning 
expended 
upon 
th a t 
particular pro­ 
vision 
of 
tha 
C onstitution 
as 
en ­ 
grafted into the 
fifth 
am endm ent and 
subsequently into the fourteenth am endm ent 
which provides th a t no m an shall be deprived 
of life, liberty or property w ithout due pro­ 
cess of 
law. 
I have already said enough 
upan th e nature of an offics to dem onstrate 
to a judicial m iud th a t an office is property. 
I t m ay bs sued for and recovered. 
The title 
to it is lim ited to the term fixed b y l i w i r 
the C onstitution. 
A nd w hether or not the 
taking of propsrty from au individual by this 
tribunal would am ount to the taking of 
property w ithout due process of law, is de­ 
term ined by the decision of the Suprem e 
C ourt of the U nited S tates heyend question. 
I do not concede the definition of “ due pro­ 
cess cf law ” os stated by the learned gentle­ 
m an who represents the prosecution. 
D ue 
process of 
law has been defined by the 
U nited S tates Suprem e C ourt iu the case of 
M urray’sl.essees vs. The H oboken L and aud 
Im provem ent C om pany: 
_ 
“ ‘ B y due proce?s of law ,’ as uied in the 
C onstitution, is Bimply m eant Buch general 
legal forme and coarse of proceedings as were 
known either to the common law, or as were 
generally recognized in this country a t the 
tim e of the adoption of the C onstitution. 
“ T he words, ‘ due process of law ,' were 
undoubtedly 
intended 
to 
convey 
the 
sam e 
m eaning 
as 
the words, ‘ by the 
law 
of 
the 
land,’ 
iu M agna 
C uarta. 
Lord Coke, in his 
com m entary on those 
words (2 Ju st. NO), says they m ean due pro­ 
cess of law. 
The C onstitution, which had 
been adopted by the second S tate before the 
form ation of the Federal C onstitution, fol­ 
lowing the language of the G reat C harter 
more closely, generally contained the words, 
• but by th e judgm ent c-f his peer», or the law 
of the land.’ 
T he O rdinance of C org-es- of 
Ju ly 13, 1731, f r the governm ent of the te r­ 
ritory of the U nited S tates northw est of the 
river Ohio, used the same words. ” 
In order, therefore, for us to ascertain 
w hether or not this special proceeding, this 
special m ethod ad .p le d for the determ ina­ 
tion cf the tights of properly, this special 
tribune attem pted, we m ay sap’, tu b e created 
by the C onstitution of California, is a com- 
pliarca w ith the requirem ents of the four­

This was the common law doctrine, 
aud I challenge the learned counsel to find a 
single instance iu the history of E nglish ju r­ 
isprudence where the executive departm ent 
was authorized to call a party before him in 
a sum m ary proceeding, in which the Execu­ 
tive him self could file a com plaint before 
him self, charging a m an w ith an offense, 
pase upon the facts and th s law and execute 
the judgm ent rendered by himself. 
1 chal­ 
lenge counsel to find an instance, either be­ 
fore or after the adoption of the fifth and 
fourteenth am endm ents, where the Executive 
was em powered to sit as a judicial officer, 
and afterw ards execute his cw n judgm ent. 
Due procese of law involves judicial inves­ 
tigation. 
I say th a t when the G overnm ent 
of the U nited S tates adopted the fifth and 
f-.urteenth am endm ents they placed there 
| a barrier over w hich S tate pow er c uld not 
! jum p. 
T hey placed in front of the S tate 
' G overnm ents, against the infringem ent of in­ 
! dividual rights, a barrier which I do no', be- 
| iieve the E xecutive w ill attem p t to over­ 
step. 
T he rights cf individual property aud 


aw ay in this country w ithout due process of 
law. 
LTnlesa this tribunal furnishes due pro­ 
cess of law it finds itself hutting against the 
C onstitution of the U n ited S tates ; it finds 
itself contending w ith a superior power ; it 
finds itself exercising powers forbidden by a 
higher law which this S tate is bound to recog­ 
nize. 
T his special proceeding is not due pro­ 
cess of law. 
D ue process of law ,as used in the 
C onstitution, Bimply m eans such general,legal 
forms and course of proceedings as were known 
either to the common law or as were gener­ 
ally recognized in this country at the tim e of 
the adoption of the C onstitution. 
A ud the 
question then for us to determ ine in th i3 
tribunal, in the decision of this case, is about 
this : 
W as there at the tim e of the adoption 
of the C onstitution anything which would 
have recognized this as a process by which 
the rights cf individuals could be dented or 
taken from them ? A nd if this be answ ered 
in the negative, by the i obstruction univer­ 
sally given since the H oboken land case up 
to the present tim e, this provision m ust fail— 
this constitutional provision m ust fall if iu 
eocflict. 
The w onli “ due process of law ’ 
were undoubtedly intended to convey the 
same 
m eaning 
as 
the 
words, 
“ the 
law 
of 
the land ” 
in 
M agna 
C hart». 
L rd Coke says they me3n “ dne process 
of law .” A nd it is a universal rule of construc­ 
tion by C ourts th a t where a term or a word 
is used iu a C onstitution which, iu tha coun­ 
try where it has been used, has received a 
judicial construction, it is adopted into the 
C onstitution w ith th s construction which it 
previously received. 
So, I say when the 
fourteenth am endm ent of the U nited Slates 
Cuus’itution used the term " d u e process oi 
law ,” it used it w ith the construction th a t 
had been given to it before. 
The C ourt 
in the case cited of M urray Lessus vs. Ha- 
bi ken I-in d Com p m y, says : 
“ The article 
is a restrain t on the legislative as well as 
on the executive and judicial powers of the 
G overnm ent, and cannot be so construed as 
to leave Congress free to m ake any * due pro­ 
cess of law ’ by its m ere w ill. 
W e m ust ex­ 
am ine the C onstitution Itself to see w hether 
this process be in conflict w ith any of its pro­ 
visions. 
If not found to be so, wo m ust look 
to those settled usages and modes of proceed­ 
ing existing in the common and statu te laws 
of E ngland before the em igration of our a n ­ 
cesto rs.1 
Xow you can exam ine the eocumon and 
sta tu te law of E ngland and you will find 
nothing in th a t country which approaches the 
conferring of powers of tBis nature upon an 
executive i ffi :er. 
A nd indeed I m ay sr.y to 
your H onors th a t had a roan stepped into 
the C onstitutional Convention th a t fram ed 
the Federal OonutitutioD, and made a proposi- 
tioa to coifer upon tha JVesideut of the 
U iiited S tates the power to thus determ ine, 
and act upon his own determ ination, he 
would probably have been invited to leave 
the h all. To have adapted such an idea would 
have been to h iv e adopted the idea of a 
m onarchy. T he fram ers of the C onstitution, 
ia speakiDg cf due process ot law, were look­ 
ing to the libsrtiea of the people, to the prop­ 
erty rights of the people, and they were 
undertaking then the establishm ent of just 
rules of procedure in Courts aud tribunals 
established for th a t purpose, which ehould

require county and tow n governm ent ; but if 
it fails to indicate its range, and tc» provide 
propsr m achinery, it is not in this particular 
pelf-executing, and legislation is 
essential. 
R ights in such a case m ay lie dorm ant until 
statu tes shall provide for them , though in so 
far as any distinct provision is m ade which 
by itself is capable of enforcem ent, it b law, 
and all supplem entary legislation m ust be in 
harm ony w ith i t / ’ 
T he decision read by the learned counso» on 
the other side is certainly a correct exposition 
of the law, in so far as the Judge kept him ­ 
self w ithin the point then under discussion. 
B ut when the J udge undertook to say th a t a 
provision of 
the C onstitution, 
which 
in 
itaelf did n o t contain the m achinery to en­ 
force it, m ight be put into operation by rules 
adopted by the tribunal upon whicn it at­ 
tem pted to confer power, he asserted a p rin ­ 
ciple which finds no 
support 
anywhere. 
W hen it ie required or desired th a t the m a­ 
chinery shnil be providad for the enforcem ent 
of a provision in the C onstitution, it is not 
w ithin the power of the judicial and execu­ 
tive and adm inistrative officers to legislate 
in order to enforce the right which the Con­ 
stitution fcos intended shall be enforced and 
guaranteed. 
A nd this will be found clearly 
laid down by the Suprem e C ourt of the 
U nited State?, i:i the % ;h volume, where 
th a t 
C ourt 
undertakes 
the 
construction 
of the fif:e3nth am endm ent to the Con 


teenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which prohibits any State passing 
any law to deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law, is prohibitory 
of tais proceeding. 
Sixtli—And as auxiliary to the last point, that an 
office is property, and therefore the defendants can­ 
not be deprived of their office without the ordinary 
proceedings in a Court of justice that is involved 
with power to try and determine other cases. 
The first point referred to is answered by Article 
IU. of our SUte Constitution, which reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“ Section 1. The power? of the Government of 
the State of California shxU bo divided into three 
separate departm ents—the Legislative, Executive 
and Judicial—aud no person charged with the ex­ 
ercise of powers properly belonging to one of the 
department? sbail exercise any function app?rtain- 
imr to either of the others, except as in this Consti­ 
tution expressly directed or perm itted.” 
A judicial function may be as properly exercised 
by the executive departm ent or legisiat ve depart­ 
ment as any other p wer w hen it is plainly directed 
or perm itted by a provision of the Constitution in 
plain and unambiguous terms. 
It is admitted th at this provision is not common 
In the Constitutions of the different States. 
But 
that fact doe? not deprive it of any of the power or 
efficiency. 
The Governor upon entering ri}»on tho 
duties of office took an oath to support tne Constitu­ 
tion of the State of California, as much the provision 
in question as any other provision of the Constitu­ 
tion. The only question that can properly ari^e in 
regard to his duty under the first section of the 10th 
article crows out of a construction of the clause, 
claimed by the Attorney-General to contain the 
pjw er and impose the duty upoirthe Governor.

is insisted by counsel th at the provision wili have 
to lie dorm ant for the reason th at the Legislatur* 
Stitt!*.: in of tha U nited S lates. 
T nsre the

tribunal in which the party m ight ba heard, 
ap lace where he m ight dem and a full bear­ 
ing, w here all the m achinery of the law, the 
prccess for contem pt for a failure of witnesses 
to answ er, m ight be availed cf. >\Vby, as tha 
best illustration to me of the fact th a t this is 
not due process of law ia the set of jules 
adopted fcy this tribunal. 
One of the rules 
is th a t when a witness becomes contum acious 
and refuses to arsw er, the whole of his testi­ 
m ony shall be stricken out. 
- 
The C ourt—Yc-u haven't dem urred to the 
rule*. 
M r. H a rt—No, sir ; I sim ply refer to this 
as dem onstrating the lack oi power, and not 
fcr the purpose of criticising the rule, because 
it is th e best th a t could be done. 
In Judge 
W allace's C ourt in N apa, if a witness became 
c m tum acious and refused to answer a ques­ 
tion, he would be consigned to a cell in the 
jiiL 
B y doing this Judge W aliaca would be 
recognizing the fundam ental rights of every 
individual charged w ith either a civil or 
crim inal offense—th a t of being ooofronted by 
his witnesses and having fall scop9 in the 
cross-exam ination of the witnesses. Xow the 
very best witness th a t wa m ay produce here, 
not beiug under our control, m ay become 
contum acious. 
Tht3 C ourt will strike out 
his testim ony, and the result will be the loss 
of the testim ony to ns. A tribunal exercising 
auch powers ia cu t a com petent Court. 
I have here a case on th a t subject, the 
“'B a n k 
ot 
Tennessee 
vs. 
Cooper, 
24 th 
A m erican Decisions, pago 521,” which is 
ceicr upon tb it question. 
" A p p ly these 
principles to tho c»3e before the Court. 
A 
particular description of the debtors of the 
bank of the S la e are assumed to be iu de­ 
fault and to have incurred liabilities to the 
bank. 
T te right of action has already ac­ 
crued, and the Courts of common law have 
clearly exclusive jurisdiction. 
H ere the de­ 
fendants would bare been entitled to a tria l 
by jury and to an appeal to th s Suprem e 
C ourt. 
In this state of the case the Legisla­ 
ture passed the A ct under consideration, 
giving to this C ourt the jurisdiction of those 
particular causes o n ly ; direct the mode of 
trial to be ac.o-ding to the principles of a 
C ourt of equity (wioch iu w ithout jury), and 
declare th a t there should be no appeil, at 
the sam e tim e the law, as it regards all 
others, rem aining unchanged. 
“ This law only acts up m individua ¡case?, 
and is the sume in principle as if the law had 
been pas.cd iu favor of some one m erchant, 
enabling him, by the m ethod therein pre­ 
scribed, to t uke judgm ent against his debtors 
wi hout the lig h t of appeal. 
Toe interest 
whi. h the people have in the back is a suf­ 
ficient reason why the L egislature shonld 
feel a deep solicitude to secure its funds, but 
is no reaiou why they should overstep the 
lim its of legislative authority to efftc , this 
end. 
N or is it any reason why the C ourt 
should enforce an A ct, pa sed w ithout suf­ 
ficient deliberation, which infringes, as we 
believe, the C onstitution. 
Two im portant 
privileges—the trial by jury, and the right of 
appeal—are by this A ct taken away in these 
special cases, while v e r y other m em ber of 
the com m unity, having incurred sim itar lia­ 
bilities, enjoys them . 
“ Tne fact th a t tbe persons em braced in this 
A ct form a class of the debtors to the bank, 
tends do more to give it the character of a 
general law than if the A ct had operated --a 
one individual debtor only, whose case m ight 
have some peculiarity, distinguishing it from 
th a t of all other debtors. 
O ther banks, aud 
m any m erchants, and m any ether mem bers 
of the com m unity, have contracts sim ilar to 
the one set out in this bill, 
la nrdar to have 
avoided the force of the objectioa to this 
A ct, it should have operated equally on all 
these ; and, because it has not done so, it is 
not the law of the land.” 
These 
opinions were 
rendered 
by tbe 
Judges, and they all held to the general d:c- 
trine th a t you cannot create a special triounal 
for the trial of the rights of individuals. 
So, 
under the C onstitution of the U nited S tate i, 
requiring th a t every m an shall be entitled to 
the equal protection of the law, and th a t no 
m an shall be deprived of life, liberty, or 
property w ithout due procesa of law, com­ 
bined w ith common law principles, require 
the existence cf a com psrect tribunal, peg- 
sessed of full powers, and also require th a t 
these laws passed by the L egislature, or by 
the C onstitution m aking people, shall have an 
uniform cperatfun. and shall protect the 
rig tits of all individuals alike. 
Oue other m atter I wish to refer to, and 
th a t is th a t tL’is provision of the C onstitution 
is not self-'xecuting. 
The best evidence th at 
it is not eelf-executing is th e t this trifcunsl 
has already found it nece’uary to legislate 
rules fo r itself. 
T ois tribunal has confessed 
to the opiuiou th a t there is no provision in 
the law providing an ffi d en t m achinery to put 
this provision into operation. 
Now. if we 
are to srgue this case np .n the theory as/erted 
by tbe other side, th a t it is ¡atended ia this 
instance th a t th e G overnor shall exercise 
judicial powers, the G overnor hss no judicial 
powers. 
H e cannot go back to the cim tnon 
law to ascertain how Executives exercised 
judicial powers. 
T here are no precedents to 
guide him , either in E ngland or A m erica; 
whereas, som etim es when Courts exercise 
powers, they m ay go to sim ilar Courts iu 
sim ilar proceedings and pursue rem edies given 
to them by common law. 
Now, conceding 
th a t this is a C ourt, it is not a C ourt of gen­ 
eral 
jurisdiction ; 
it 
is 
a 
C ourt 
of 
special 
and 
lim ited 
jurisdiction, 
and 
in 
the 
exercise 
of 
its 
powers it 
m ust 
go to th e law th a t created it. 
A Justice of 
the Peace cannot go to the rules of ChaDcery 
or the rules of common law for the purpose 
of fiading m eans by which to exercise sta tu ­ 
tory power. 
A nd a C ourt composed by the 
G overnor haa no common law p ow ers; but 
w ith special and lim ited jurisdiction he can 
find no precedent to justify him in the exer­ 
cise of any powers w hich are not nam ed in 
the instrum ent which created the tribunal. 
T h-r-fo re ycu m n-t look to the provisions of 
this C onstitution, c o t only for the power it­ 
self, b u t for the m ? hod of its exsreise, and 
th a t m ethod is w anting. 
Cooley, iu h u work, speaking on this snb- 
j? c t,« » y s: " A c institutional provision m ay 
be said to be self-executing if it supplies a 
suffirU nt rule by m eans of which the rig h t 
given n u y be erjoyed and protected, or the 
d u ty itnpased m ay be enforced; and it is not 


cutron. 
If those reasons are correct the power attempted 
to bo conferred cannot be exerc«scd. 
If they ere 
not iiooi there is an oblljpition and duty eujoined 
u p jn the Governor to discharge the duties therein 
set forth. 
If he should shriaic from a performance 
of them he would justly be chargeable with mis* 
conduct in office, 
ih e re is a grave error in the very 
foundation work ou the purview or magnitude of 
the range and purposes of the examination. Sim­ 
ilar powers in part are constantly exercised by the 
Executive of the United Stafc.?, andJn all States of 
the Union. 
Removal from office by the Executive 
of the United States or of a State is not new. The 
chantre made by our Constitution is only new io 
containing a limitation upon Executive rein >val<*. 
The limitation is new. That docj not prove either 
that it is not beneficial or reasonable. 
We will refer back to the two propositions re­ 
ferred to under this point. 
First, the provision is 
not s !f executing. 
It read? as follows : 
“ The Governor shall have power to remove either 
of the Directors for mieconciucr\ incompetency or 
neglect of duty, after an opportunity to be heard 
upon written charges.*’ 
It Reem* that this provision is plain, unambiguous 
and direct. There stoma to be no necessity for any 
legislative action, so far as the power herein con- 
fetrcd extends. The Legislature has not failed to 
enact a law based upon '.his very provision. 
The Act to define, recúlate and govern the State 
rrH ousof California, approved April 15, lbS-, con­ 
tains t section upon this subject 
Section 14 reads 
as follows : “ The Governor shall have the power 
to remove either of the Directors for misconduct, 
incompetency or neglect of duty, upon proper no. 
tice to him or them, accompanied by copies <»f w rit­ 
ten charges, he or they having an opportunity to be 
heard therecn.” 
The magnitude of this whole inquiry does not ex­ 
ceed tie duty enjoined upon the executive in many 
instances without notice or opportunity to be heard. 
It is an error to suppose that the Governor is en­ 
gaged in the trial of a cim iaal case or even a civil 
case. The duties enjoined are partly executive and 
partly judicial in their nature. They arc precisely 
similar to the functions conferred by this parae Con­ 
stitution upon oue of the houses of the Legislature, 
that is the Senate, in cases of impeachment. The 
Senate is a legislative body, in this instance, with 
judicial powers, and yet no one complains of the 
exe c isc 'f judicial powers by tho Senate, because 
tho provision in the different Constitutions has ex­ 
isted since the formation of the Government itself. 
We have no criticisms upon the exercise of judicial 
powers by one branch of the Legis ature. 
Why 
should this provision conferring a judicial function 
upon the Executive, when it ia only a limitation 
upon power that he has exercised from time imme­ 
morial, be criticised ? It really contales no new 
power,, but is merely iu this instance a limitation 
upon the absolute right of removal. 
There are 
several modes provided by our system for removal 
from office. 
One is by impeachment. 
Another is 
with regard to a different set of officer?, by proceed­ 
ings instituted and prosecuted iu the Superior G:>urt. 
A third is the power th at is proposed to beexerci«ed 
in this case, to w it: inquiry into the grounds upon 
which a removal is sought and tru hful determina­ 
tion whether cause exi*i9. 
If it does, the exercise 
of the power U proposed. 
If it docs not, the exer­ 
cise of the power will be ref used. 
These three modes differ in the mode and proced­ 
ure to be followed. 
Each is expected to result the 
same as the others upon a like determination of the 
existence of causo. The fourth mode is at the 
pleasure of the appointing power. 
Reasons are not 
required to be given no; state 1. 
As regards the 
fii>t and second inodes, they contain inure el-boiato 
machinery tnan the third, but there is no other 
difference appreciable. 
In each of these three 
modes cause must be found to exist after an inquiry 
a;s.i 
» 
.portunity tv be heard. 
It is claimed that the exercLe of tbe power is 
dangerous for the reason that we have no power to 
compel the attendance of witnesses nor to punish 
for con'empfc. There are two answers to th at ob­ 
jection : First -The want of such power is not the 
fault of the Executive, but of the Legislature ; and, 
second, “ sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.” 
We will not assume that, witnesses will refuse to 
corac, no refuse to testify if they do appear. 
The second point urged, that the Governor being 
the appointing po wer, it is incompetent i<»r him to 
create a vacancy to be Filled by himseif, we think 
sufficiently answered in the discussion of the firet 
point, but if any further answer to the objection is 
necessary. It must be directed to the Constitution 
itself and not to the person w ho happens to exer­ 
cise the power of the Chief Executive. The Governor 
did not make the Constitution, lias no power to 
amend it, and dare not refuse to obey it. 
The third point is : “ Ih e judicial power to try 
such cases is lodged in the Superior Court of tne 
county where ttie offenses are supposed to have 
tak n place, by the 6th Article of our Constitution, 
Section f>.” 
There are a class of cases provided by statute 
triable before that Court. That jurisdiction is c >n- 
ferred by Section 772 of the Penal Code. The lan­ 
guage ot that section ia general in its character, and 
m ight be construed to 'nelude all cases provided b / 
the construction to be triable upon anieles of im ­ 
peachment before ths State Senate, as well as the 
charges included in the specifications under con­ 
sideration. But it cannot be supposed that the Leg­ 
islature intended to confer powei upon the Superior 
Court in cases already provided for in the Constitu­ 
tion. To attem pt it would be to fail. Therefore 
the Legislature raw t have intended to confer power 
upon the Superior Court not otherwise provided for 
in the Constitution. 
The fourth point is : “ The power claimed by the 
Attorney-General under Section 1. Article X., is de­ 
fective in this—it requires legislation to carry it 
into effect., with all the powers and incidents of a 
Court of justice.” 
We think that that objection has been sufficiently 
answered. 
If there is any particular or peculiar 
efficiency in the enactm ent of a law ba?»?d upon a 
constitutional provision, it exists in tbe section 
heretofore referred to, to wir, the fourteenth sec­ 
tion of the Act of April 15, 1S&0, defining and regu­ 
lating the management of the State Prisons of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Thvt Act adds to the constitutional pro­ 
vision the necessity of giving notice. That notice 
has been given of the time when to plead, and the 
time of tbe bearing, and also the place where the 
hearing was to be had. 
The Fifth point is : “ It is also claimed that a part 
of the fourteenth amendment of the Constitution 
of the United States, which prohibits any State 
passing any law to deprive any person of life, lib- 
c ty or property, without due process of law, is pro­ 
hibitory of thi? proceeding.” 
We have heretofore stated, and we repeat, what­ 
ever may be the result of this investigation, no 
l»craon will te deprived of life, liberty or property, 
and we now add, with or without Jue process of 
law. The investigation involves no criminal charge 
that the Governor claims to hare jurisdiction, with 
power to punish, whatever may be the result. 
If 
the charges are f*und true, the Constitution en­ 
joins upon him tbe unpleaf a-it duty of so declaring, 
which may result in the removal of the parties from 
office. 
1L on the o n rary, the charges are found 
to he not true, it will lie his duty to say 90, »nd that 
v ill be the end of the investigation, if the charges 
should he fount to be true, and the defend­ 
ant?, or either of them, should be removed frorn 
cffice, the power conferred, ?o far as tbe defend 
ants are concerned, is exhausted. 
The rix’h point is» “ and as auxiliary to the last 
point, that as an & 
is property, the defendants 
cannot lie deprived of their offics without the ordi* 
nary proceedings in a Court of justice that is in­ 
vested with pjw er to try a-d determine other 
casts. ” 
If this objection was to a statute based upon no 
provision of the Constitution, it would probably be 
good. The uniformity of statutes in their operation 
Upon individuals is fully recognized. 
But when the 
Constitution provides for different m-'nics of inquiry 
into different off! rial delinqaeaciea, who ha? a right 
to cab it in question ? As for an office being prop­ 
erty in the fuil sense cf the terra, we deny it 
It is 
a trust. 
An official, wbeu in office, p-s^es-tes 
cert tin right*, and they go hand iu hand with 
duties and obligations. 
It baft el ways been within 
tbe p ¿wer of the people, th r ?ugh their agents or 
represeotatn en, to inquire ioto the manner in which 
their cdF-dils have discharged thoir duties in some 
mode or other.

Em braced in the decision wa* sjm e very 
severe criticism s on some rem arks made by 
M r.

Before adjournm ent yesterday 
M r. H a rt addressed the Com m hsion in regard 
to th e critic;sm, stating th a t a w rong con­ 
struction had been placed on some of his re­ 
mark?, and the objectionable m atter was 
ordered stricken from the decision. 
T he de­ 
cision as modified is given in full. 
Tne People of the State of California vs. A. H. 
Chapman, J. H. Neff, William F. McNutt and Geo. 
W. Sffie’l, State Prison Director-j. 
Tne Attorney-General of the State of California 
filed with the Governor 31 ay 10, lbiSi, a charge 
against said Directors of neglect of duty and inia- 
conauct, making twenty specifications under the 
charge, each distinctly specifying acts of omission 
or commission in the opinion cf the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, of a grave and serious nature. 
Tbis proceeding was commenced under tbe first 
section of the tenth article of the Constitution of 
the State of California, which reads as follows : 
“ Section 1. There shall be a Board of Prison Di­ 
rector», to consiit of five person*, to h i appointed 
by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, wh > shall hold office for ten year/, except 
that the fir*t appointed shill, in such in im .tr as the 
Legislature may direct, be so cUsaiñeu that the ten­ 
ure of o::e person so appointed shall expire at the 
e-.d of each two years during the firet ten years, and 
vacancies occurring shall be filled in like manrter. 
Tne appointee to a vacancy occurring before the * x- 
piration of a term shall hold office on.y for the un­ 
expired term of ids predecessor. 
The Guv ere or 
shall have power to remove either of the Directors 
for misconduct, incompetency or neglect of duty, 
aft-jr an opportunity t » be heard up*»i written 
charges." 
T*»ie Governor caused to be served a copy of said 
charges aod specifications upon the defendant*, 
with a notice to answer said charge r-nd rpecifica- 
tioos on or before th* 21 st of May, ISS.i, and the 
hearing was set for the 4th cf June, ISt3. 
Within 
the time dtfendant*, by their counsel, 6:ed a plea 
to the jurisdiction of the Governor to hear and de­ 
termine the question* involve.! in said charge and 
specifications; also filed a dem urrer raising an 
issue of law up -n the authority of the Governor to 
entertain consideration o! tbe subject 
They ol9o at the same time filed an elaborate an­ 
swer intended to put m iesue the allegations of said 
charge and specification?. 
Argument ba* taken place on behalf of the de­ 
fendants and the Attornc-v-Geneiai, involving tbe 
legality and propriety of the whole proceeding. 
This argum ent has been upon the dem urrer and

very wide range, great*y beyond the questiors. in­ 
volved on the necessity of ihe occasion.

THE HALF HOLIDAY MOVEMENT AND 
THE CLAIMS OF THE EMPLOYED. 
A movement i» again on foot, which ap­ 
pears to have mere substantial support in 
t'nn country generally, than any of its 
predecessors of lilto character, to establish 
Saturday afternoon of each week as a half 
holiday. As a matter tf course it lias its 
origin among toilers for tviges, but there 
are a few largo employers of prominence 
who have given it their sanction. There 
can be no question whatever that the labor­ 
ing classes, all workers in office?, and gen­ 
erally a'd who toil, would be benefited by 
the holiday. 
They would rest more satis­ 
factorily on the day of rest—Sunday— 
since Saturday afternoon would be given 
np more to recreation or to purely secular 
engagements. 
They would go back to 
work on Monday better fitted for the dis­ 
charge of duty. They would wear longer, 
an’, it is claimed, woull, propor­ 
tionately to the time served, accomplish 
more, take the year round. 
Hut, as will 
be svec, to graut the halt holiday, means 
to cut oiF exactly one-tweifih of the pro 
¿active capacity tf labor as measured by 
time. Against this >i can probably be 
shown that for the five and a half remain­ 
ing days the worker would produce some­ 
what more as a remit of the additional 
rest and recreation allowed. 
To say then 
one-sixteenth, 
or one-cightcenth less 
labor product would result to capi­ 
tal, 
will 
be 
a 
fair 
estimate. 
Granted that the half holiday wonld be a 
blessing to onr people, that it would ad­ 
vance U9 physically and improve us so­ 
cially, give greater content to the worker 
with his lot, and generally prove a b nefit 
to the country, the remaining question is, 
can employers be brought to malte the 
sacrifice ! For whatever sacrifice there is 
in the scheme must be borne by them ; it 
is a case in which labor asks all and capital 
gives all. Whatever is accomplished by 
the movement will bo a tost of the gener­ 
ous tide of capital, for the plan > resupposes 
the fall day's wage tor the half day's labor, 
otherwise the af.einooa would be no holi­ 
day, but result ennnly in a wags redaction.

era, that it is the poorest economy in the 
world to work them down, and that it is 
always better to retain the skilled faithful 
employe than to wear him out and fill his 
place with a new and untried hand. Yes­ 
terday's dispatches give accounts of the 
half-holiday movement having been taken 
np by the Labor Union Convention. If it 
proceeds properly it may accomplish much ; 
if it demands and attempts to compel 
acquiescence, 
it will loee all, and 
set back the movement for years. 
Generally, wise counsels do not prevail 
with the Union ; it seeks to drive where it 
might lead ; it endeavors to coerce where 
coercion is unprofitable. The dispatches 
of the same day speak of the move­ 
ment of telegraphers to secure one 
day in the week as a day of rest with­ 
out reduction of wages. They allege that 
for Snnday work they are not now paid 
extra. The condition of the worker who 
is compelled to labor the seven days of the 
week is pitiful, aud his is a case demand­ 
ing the sincerest sympathy, All the coun­ 
try will watch the telegraphers' efforts to 
secure Sunday aB a non-compulaory work­ 
ing day with interest, but all the country 
will regret that they have resolved to 
couple their request for relief with the 
threat of a strike. 


THE RAILROAD REDUCTIONS OF A YEAR. 
The annual report of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, just issued, makes 
some showings that go far toward exposing 
the demagogy of the present insane assaults 
upon the corporation. This is no warrant 
whatever for believing that the howling 
crew led by the weak-minded Examiner 
and the blackmailing Chronicle, to which it 
is a mero tender, reflect the wishes of the 
people of California. Tnece hypocritical 
snivelers, who are so vociferous in their 
demands that the railroads shall be cinched, 
have never yet shown authority from the 
people for their unholy crusade. They 
have been careful to avoid the fact that 
freight and fare reductions have been 
made steadily, just as the need was, and 
as the immutable laws of trade and com­ 
merce dictated. Thus it is shown that 
while on the 31st of December, 1881, the 
company operated 2,805 miles of road, it 
now operates 3,201 miles, or an increase cf 
330 miles. The available dividends for 
18S1 were $4,893, "57 13, but for 1882 were 
$3,591,011 93, a decrease in one year of 
$1,302,115 20, or 27 per cent, of the net 
income. The greater part of this decrease 
is attributable to the reduction of rates. 
For in 1881 the average rate of freight per 
ton per mile was 2.10 ceDts, while in 1882 
it is 1 SI, a lowering of rates 10 per cent., 
or of ,35 of a cent on each ton hauled a 
mile, la 1881 the average rate of fares 
per passenger per mile was 3 00 cents. A 
decrease of 5 per cent, was accomplished 
in 18S2, the rate declining to 2 29 cents, 
being a reduction of .44 of a cent on each 
mile traveled by a passenger. With this 
decrease of available dividends, and in­ 
creased mileage operated, the increase of 
tonnage between i$81 and 1S82 was 109,­ 
095,420 tons carried one mile or more, and 
the increase of passengers carried one mile 
or more was 37,700,003. But, as is shown, 
the increase or decrease of traffic has very 
little effect upon the fixed expenses of the 
company, and this is true of all railroads, 
as the General Manager of the Central i’a- 
cifio is careful to point out. The thought­ 
ful reader will realize that these redactions 
have come about in the natural order of 
things, that the howling anti-railroad der­ 
vishes have not at all taken them into ac­ 
count, and have studiously avoided all 
reference to them, or to the fact that the 
increase of earniDgs of the company in 
1SS2 was more than swallowed np by the 
increase of expenses. Tne report shows 
that the net earnings per freight train 
mile in 18S1 were $1 49, and in )SS2$1 13, 
a decrease of net profit on each mile run of 
2G per cent. The net earnings per passen­ 
ger train mile in 1S81 were $1 49, and in 
18.82 $1 38, a decrease of net profit of 8 
per cent. As a result, says the General 
Manager in submitting the report, “ in 
1882, compared with the previous year, the 
company performed 23 per cent, mors of 
freight service and 17 per cent, more of 
passenger service, at a total net profit to 
the company of 27 per cent, less.” To 
these showings there is to be made no satis­ 
factory answer by the blatant and com­ 
munistic pres3. It has notas yet,and never 
can, present aay artificial basis fora reduc­ 
tion of freights and fares. All it knows of 
railroading, aud the conditions under 
which roads are operated and rates fixed, 
adjusted and reduced, can be written upon 
the thumb-nail. It assumes to believe that 
it is popular to cry out constantly and with 
iterating dolefulness for “ redaction,” and 
against fictitious extortion, discrimination 
and high rates, but when cornered these 
loud-mouthed but shallow patriots have 
been unable to point oat any method 
by which their insane schemes for 
arbitrary reductions can be carried out 
and the roads still operated. It matters 
not to them that in one year a reduction cf 
27 per cent, of profit has been accom­ 
plished. If 27 per cent, more should be 
cut off in 1883, 1584 would find these con- 
fiscatora howliDg as rabidly as ever for still 
greater limitations. In truth, there is no 
end, as there is no sincerity, to their de­ 
mands. They have their own base ends to 
accomplish, and will stand at no device to 
compass them.

Lieutenant Davi», Third Cavalry, after 
examination cf the Indians recently turren- 
dered at San Carlo', reports the Chiricahuas 
surrendered belonged to Loco’s family and 
numbering two backs and eighteen women 
and children. Tbe 6ixty days Mexican 
troops surprised the hostiles iu southern 
Sierra Madres. This party of Indians was 
cut off from the main body, and three days 
after the tight started for the reservation. 
One party went back to bring in Lico, but 
Loco was too old to travel, and he told 
them to come withsut him. All the Indiana 
were together when surprised by the Mexi­ 
can troop3. Charley McComas ia with them, 
and is well trcateo. Ue was kept to aid 
them in case of surrender. The Indians 
knew rotting of the movements of General 
Crook, when they left, but knew the 
country was full of troops, and if 
attacked will fight until whipped, and 
then scatter through ths Sierra Madres. 
Most of them will attempt to work back to 
the reservation. Some expect m mercy and 
will keep up the fight and remain in the 
mountains as long as possible.

An Enthusiastic Meeting Last Sight—A 
Successful Celebra'ion Assured 
The meeting held at the Court-house last 
night for the purpose of makieg preparations 
for a Fourth cf Ju ly celebration was large 
and enthusiastic, and the proceedings har­ 
monious throughout. 
M ayor Brown pre­ 
sided, and stated the meeting wae called for 
the purpose of receiving the report of the 
Advisory Committee appointed at a previous 
meeting.

To Hon. John Q. Blown, Preeident and 
Citizens—Sirs : The Advisory Committee ap­

empt Firemen’s Association and members of 
the old volunteer department, with the “ ma­ 
chine,” Grangers’ organizations of this and 
adjoining counties, all tcaret and civic socie­ 
ties, Trades Unions, Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, all ex soldiers and sailors, veterans t.f 
the Mexican war, Pioneer Association, scho 1 
children, Caledonian 
Club 
(in costume), 
Turner Association, be specially requested to 
join with us in making the celebration one 
long to be remembered. 
We aleo suggest 
that each organization select its own Assistant 
Marshal, to be reported to the Grand M ar­ 
shal of the Day. 
3. We suggest that an effort be made to 
procure at least fifty ladies, with escort?, on 
horseback, to join as a feature of the pro­ 
cession, and that a special committee be ap­ 
pointed, with full power in the premises. 
4. That a suitable number of allegorical 
cars be provided, and that a repreBention of 
General and M artha W ashington bo made a 
special feature ; that each State and Terri­ 
tory be represented by appropriate symbols. 
5. T hat the “ Davs of 49 ” ba represented 
by some of the “ old boys” and their fami­ 
lies, in appropriate costume and accouter­ 
ments. 
6. That the school children, with their 
teachers, ba assigned a Bpecial position in the 
lioe. 
7. T hat the different tr.->.d,a and .industries 
be represented. 
8. We recommend that the oration and 
literary exercises be held in the evening, be­ 
tween the honra cf 7 and 9 o'clock, on the 
east side of the Capitol building. 
9 That the fireworks may be displayed on 
the eastern extension of the Capitol Paik, 
immediately after the conclusion of the liter­ 
ary exercises. 
10. That the Grand Marshal have full au­ 
thority to invite all persons, societies and 
organizations to join the procession, and to 
assign each an appropriate position therein, 
11. T hat suitable instrumental and vocal 
m n'ic be provided for the occasion. 
12. That an appropriate nati >nal salute be 
tired at sunrise and sunset. 
13. The estimated cost of the above pro­ 
gramme will be about $2,500.

'J he Turkish grocer, conspicuous by his 
snow-white turban and his Howing beard, 
sits cross-legged on the high-raised floor of 
his shop, with a by no means distant back­ 
ground of canisters and bottles ; with his 
scales suspended from the roof, and with 
all the materials of his trade close and 
ready to his hand. Usually a female friend 
or purchaser is also seated on the shop- 
board, bat with her legs dependent in the 
street. 
Of course she wears a yashmak 
and feridjee, but a yashmak is no bar to 
oral conversation, and still less is it a bar 
to the language of the eyes, aud conversa­ 
tion of one kind or the other goes on for an 
indefinite time between the grocer and his 
visitor. 
When a veritable customer ar­ 
rives the old Turk does not trouble him­ 
self to remove the chiboqne from his lips, 
but stretches out his hand to the required 
canister or bottle, draws down the scales 
from the roof, and supplies the article de­ 
manded. 
Sitting, as he does, a little 
above the faces ef his customers, 
he 
looks down 
gravely and 
benevolently 
upon them and seems to say, 
“ Look 
around, there are no dark corners in my 
shop ; no sand can lurk undetected in the 
sugar which I present to you in the light 
of this blazing sun ; nor could the insid­ 
ious horse-bean, if I were to introduce it 
among the fragrant berries of Mocha, es­ 
cape your penetrating gaze.” 
The res 
tanrateur’s cook, as he stands behind bis 
smoking pots and shining stew-pans, in 
like manner takes the entire crowd of 
spectators into his confidence, and defies 
them to mistake a rabbit, which he dissects 
before them, for a cat or a puppy. 
All 
the tradesmen and handicraftsmen seem to 
say to the intending purchasers : 
“ Be­ 
hold us ! 
We are all fair and above 
board. 
You will find in us no untrades­ 
man-like artifices. 
We lay bare to you 
all the arts and mysteries of our crafts. 
Would you buy a yorghan (wadded quilt), 
you shall see us weigh out the cotton 
which it shall contain, and you 
may 
watch us as we make it up, and judge 
for yourselves whether we are the men 
to connive at a surreptitious insertion of 
inferior material. ”—[All the Year Konnd. 


SINGING 
FISHES. 


In a miscellaneous column of your issue 
of the Sth I notice an article copied from 
Chambers' 
Journal 
headed 
“ Musical 
Fishes.” This statement is not new, and 
it has been received with more or less 
doubt a3 one of the stories of India. 
On 
reading it 1 was reminded that singing 
fishes was one of the first things I remem­ 
ber to have heard mentioned as belonging 
to the Ohio river. 
I heard it said when I 
w’aB a child,’ and in the faith of childhood 
listened when I first came to that stream 
for the song of these fish, yet I seldom 
beard it, the ugh the old boatmen spoke cf 
it in the quiet days of fiat-boats as quite 
common. 
One evening I advert to, when I 
heard the singing of the fish as distinctly’ 
as could be wished. 
One afternoon, late 
in the summer of 1837, I stepped on to a 
flat-boat then used at Marlin’s Ferry, op­ 
posite Wheeling, West Va., when I was 
attracted by 
the sweet, .Folian 
harp­ 
like eound arising from the water. 
I had 
forgotten the singing fish, and asked the 
ferry man what it was. He replied as if speak­ 
ing of a common matter, saying that it was 
the white perch, which he sr.id followed 
under the boat back and forward across the 
river at that season, when the water was 
warm and low. 
He was thoroughly posted 
in the habits of the lish, being bred to 
the work of fisherman and ferry man, and 
intelligently described the habits of the 
white perch of the Ohio, which, he said, 
had always been noted for this habit of 
Binging. 
I might mention, historically, 
that my informant was Kbccezer Clark, 
a son of Elizabeth Zane, famous as the 
heroine who, at the siege of the fort at 
Wheeling, carried the powder to the fort 
through a shower of Indian bullets, 
This 
doee not materially affect.tbe musical fiah. 
I believe he gave ms a correct account of 
the singing fiah. 
I listened to their music 
while he tokl me about them. 
The sound 
was very much like that produced by a 
silk thread placed between the meeting 
rails of a window, sometimes called an 
civilian harp. 
If the perch can sing in 
Ohio, he may in India.—[Wm. C. Howells, 
in Cleveland Herald.

of the tent he remarked: “ The mosqui­ 
toes ire frozen 1" and then added, in a tone 
of sincere sjmpathy, the Mongol phrase 
expressive of 
pity, “ Hoar he ~ hoarhe 1”

Delivered a t lay in g the Corner 8tone of 
tne A gricultural Exposition Building, 


Following ia the addrese of Hon. A. L. 
H art, delivered on Tueaday at the laying 
of the corner atone of the A gricultural and 
Industrial Exposition building in Capitol 
Park. 
[Stenographically reported by \Y. 
E. Doan.] 
Mr. President, Members of the (¿rand 
Lodge, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
The im ­ 
posing ceremonial we have just witnessed, 
performed by the Lodge of Free Masons, 
is but an expression upon the part of an 
honorable O rder of its conception of the 
importance of the occasion th at has called 
yeu together to-day. 
The large mass of 
people who have come to witness these 
rites evidences the appreciation which the 
people of the State have for the ceremony 
and the objects for which it has been per­ 
formed. 
i t m ig tt be well to day, under 
the blast ot a heavy north wind and be­ 
neath the burning rays of a summer sun, 
for me to content myself w ith congratu­ 
lating the people of California—and par­ 
ticularly the people of Sacram ento—upon 
this great accession to the industries and 
the tuture w ealth 
of 
California 
and 
of 
this 
city. 
B ut 
the importance of 
this occasion demands a further notice. We 
who have been born here, and those who 
came here in the earlier days of California, 
remember, when the vast plains th at now 
surround this beautiful city constituted 
but a bed of flowers—constituted but a 
vast fleld of N ature’s productions. 
T hirty 
years of progress has made us th at whicn 
has required a century to make the people 
of the older Statte. 
And when w ith pride 
we congratulate ourselves upon this sub­ 
ject, we look back to the history of Cali­ 
fornia and ask ourselves why it is th at this 
structure has not been erected before. 
In 18Sl,for the first tim e in the history of 
California, the people of this State, by 
their Legislature, passed a ¡aw providing 
for the construction of a building, which 
was to be devoted to the education of this 
State upon m atters ot industry, and by 
this means to create an emulative and com­ 
petitive spirit, which would result in plac­ 
ing our products and our industries above 
those of the civilizad word. 
W hen this 
building was provided, for Sacram ento city 
—the City of the Plains— with th at spirit 
of enterprise which has characterized its 
citizens since the time of its infancy, con­ 
tributed 
one-half 
to 
the construction 
of 
a 
magnificent 
fabric, 
which was 
to 
stand as a monument of honor to 
the A gricultural Society of 
the 
S ta te ; 
to the L°gisiature which passed the law ; 
to his Excellency, Governor Stoneman, 
who signed the bill. 
[Applause.] 
W hen 
this Act of the Legislature was passed, 
some question as to its constitutionality 
was mooted ; but the great heart of the 
people came out, and with the slightest 
effort imaginable the people placed in the 
Treasury of California the funds th at were 
necessary for the construction of 
this 
building. 
Fallow citizens, this 13 not a 
trivial occasion. 
I t is an occasion which 
demands the imposing ceremonies of the 
honorable Grand Lodge of California. 
I t 
is an occasion which demands th at the 
people of this great State shall assemble 
and give honor to the men who authorized 
the construction of this building. 
I t has 
been said by men learned in the philosophy 
of government th at the character of a peo­ 
ple depends to some extent upon the 
nature of their laws. 
I t has been said, 
and may be truthfully said, th at the laws 
of a people depend entirely upon their 
prosperity, their industry and their intelli­ 
gence. 
To-day we are living as a people 
under the benign influences of a C onstitu­ 
tion th at spreads its holy principles of 
liberty about every fireside. 
To-day we 
live under a Constitution th at gives us all 
sunlight in our homes—but still we live in 
a country which demands the fostering of 
of industries ; the raising of the poor peo­ 
ple ; the division to some extent of the re. 
sponsibility of governm ent; the education 
of the poor ; the maintenance of the w ork­ 
ing classes ; the sustaining of the bone and 
sinew of the land ; 
the upholding of the 
men who till the farms, who raise tne grain 
upon which we subsist, who invent the 
machinery by which it is cut. 
Now, fel- 
low-citizens, I said a moment ago th at we 
live in a great country. 
I t is true we do ; 
but w ithout institutions of this nature, 
w ithout the construction of buildings in­ 
tended to get up competition among men 
of a rt and of agriculture, w ithout getting 
up 
a 
competitive 
spirit 
among 
the 
people, we 
may 
live 
upon 
the most 
fertile soil In the world and yet will not 
find th a t the industries of the people are 
sustained by the proper energy. 
It re­ 
quires th at there shall be something done 
by the great law-making powers, by the 
exercise of the powers of government, 
which shall arouse the energies of a great 
people. 
W hen I speak of California my 
heart is full of patriotism . 
I am sorry I 
cannot claim to be a native son of this 
golden west. 
In a state of unimproved 
and uncultivated nature, California pre­ 
sented a splendid example of the bounties 
of a sublime God, 
N ature, in the distri­ 
bution of her favors, had gitted her w ith a 
lavish hand—bad bedecked her w ith all 
the magnificent adornm ents and unexampled 
pictureequeness of her native shrubbery, 
and clad her in the spring tim e in the in­ 
spiring clusters of her many-colored flow­ 
ers. 
The valley of the Sacramento, from 
th e m idst of which the dome of the Capitol 
now reaches far up tow ard the firmament, 
extending from the green hills of the Sierra 
N evada on the east to the coast range on 
the west, was a vast garden, cultivated by 
the gracious aud propitious rays of onr 
splendid sun. California was gifted, as I have 
said, w ith her lovely flowers, meek and 
m aidenlike; her towering pine trees and 
her sturdy oaks ; her lowly valleys, teem ­ 
ing w ith all the elements necessary to 
healthy- and prosperous agriculture, and 
her tall and splendid mountains, clad in 
their everlasting green and filled w ith a 
world of wealth. 
W ell and righteously 
was she named the Golden State, for those 
sturdy pioneers who came to this land of 
fabled gold were not disappointed in their 
expectations. 
They found vase gold fields 
beneath her mountain tops, along her ra­ 
vines and in her canyons. 
But it was not 
dream ed th at in snch a State, w ith her 
abnodance 
of 
golden 
w ealth 
and 
p.-ecious gems, 
there 
could 
be found 
fields 
and 
broad 
acres 
fit 
for 
the pursuit of the farmer. 
Experience, 
however, has begun to dem onstrate that 
her resources are boundless : and w ith a 
clim ate as diversified as her soil is fertile, 
she has already in her infancy won a re­ 
nown which places her first in the sister­ 
hood of States,-for the amount, splendor 
and variety of her products. W htre once 
the wild animals sported ever the green 
fields and flower-bsds of nature, the olive, 
the lemon and the orange, the peach, the 
apple and the pear are seen in superabund­ 
ance ; and the vast plains of onr splendid 
valleys, once devoted to the pasturage of 
the herds belonging to the native sous, are 
covered w ith golden heads of cereals, the 
products of the busy husbandman. Home­ 
steads, in which may be seen the lovely 
and honored housewives, w ith little native 
sons and daughters of the Golden W est, 
surrounded by artificial adornments to add 
to the beneficent gifts of nature's hand, 
are scattered all over the broad expanse of 
her domain. 
Towns and villages have 
grown up, and cities have been erected 
w ith the w ealth flawing like a vas: river 
from her resource*, which rival in magnifi­ 
cence the greatest cities of the old and the 
new world. 
They have been built np by 
the industries of the pe.iple ; built up and 
fostered by the enlightened Legislature of 
this glorious State. 
M .chames’ arts have 


kept apace w ith agriculture in the march 
of progress, and the advance of her indus­ 
tries are wholly unrivaled by any State or 
country in so short a time. 
The construction of this building is a 
thing which should have been done by the 
Legislature; which will briDg honor to the 
men who supported the measure authoriz­ 
ing it, and which will cast lasting honor 
upon the members of the S tate A gricult­ 
ural Society.

agriculturists, m aintain the rights of the 
mechanics, the farmers, the lawyers, and 
all—extending equality to all her people 
the entire extent of her domain, she will 
maintain enterprises of this natnre, erected 
for the exhibition of your talent, yonr 
genius, your products.

quito is their natural ally. 
T hat in punc- 
tnriDg their skin he is doing them a kind­ 
ness. 
He is doing as does the N orthern 
traveler, who, breaking a hole in the ice, 
lets down bis baited line to take a fish 
from the subjacent water. 
No human 
blood is the mosquito’s food ; but, through 
the punctured skin, he sends down his fish­ 
ing tackle to capture bis right prey— the 
filaría .<an;/«inis hominix, of which there are 
some 17,000,000 living specimens in the 
blood of an average human being. 
The 
more ecienee advances the more is made 
evident the im portant part th at m innte 
parasites and their more m inute germs 
play in creation. 
The more cautious it be­ 
hooves us to be th at no geim s of a deadly 
character are wafted by our negligence to 
scatter damage and death among our neigh­ 
bors. 
D iphtheria, typhoid fever and other 
allied zymotic diseases, are spread by nox­ 
ious dust-germ s of this nature. 
One main 
breeding place of such deadly germs is the 
old-fashioned cesspool, a standing reproach, 
disg^ce, and death-dealer among hum ani­ 
ty. 
Ignorant laziness alone tolerates, but 
iu nowise excuses it. 
Man, even ignorant 
aod lazy, has no right to poison his fel­ 
lows. 
Farm ers are especially guilty in 
these m atters. 
I rode one night in a keen 
bracing wind along a valley, inhaling with 
delight the sw eet country air ; suddenly 
my nostrils became aware th at the breath 
of 
heaven 
was stinking. 
Toe stench 
passes from positive, comparative to su ­ 
perlative as I near a large dairy. 
The

my blood and spirits. 
A few miles more 
the experience is repeated. 
And these, 
think I, are the dairies where fancy b atter 
is made, and we are told th at cream so 
readily absorbs odors.

THE RAILWAY EXPOSITION. 


L etter from the “ Record-Unlon’s ” Corre­ 
spondent a t Chicago. 


C h ic a g o , M ay 31, 1S83. 
H aving only been in this busy and bus­ 
tling city a few days, I have had but little 
opportunity to gather much th at would 
interest your readers or be worthy of 
recording. 
Still no sooner than it took to 
refresh my inner and outer m»n did I de­ 
lay visiting the mammoth building devoted 
to the exposition of railway appliances. 
T he main building and annex includes 
000,000 square feet, and in this is exhibited 
every m aterial article invented or used 
heretofore, now or proposed to be, for the 
manifold uses of the railway. 
To specify 
all of these appliances would be a tedious 
and needless task, as so many of them , as 
is usual, are impracticable, while yet others 
are of doubtful value, and some may be 
said to have their only value in their 
novelty. 
B ut there are a great many trnly 
useful inventions, which I shall, w ith the 
help of those who are posted, inspect. 
I 
am not a little pleased to see th at the in ­ 
ventions of A. J. Steveus, the M aster Me­ 
chanic of the 
Central 
Pacific, 
receive 
m arked 
attention 
and 
the 
approval 
of some skillful mechanics, 
whose talk 
I overheard, while standing beside the uew 
“ M astodon,” so-called by the railroad men 
nere, the counterpart of the original one 
he constructed in Sacramento. 
N ear by 
is one of Shaw ’s duplex locomotives, so 
called because it has tw o cylinders on each 
side, w ith double cranks, set iu opposite 
directions, and four parallel rods. 
Tna in­ 
ventor claims many advantages—which, by 
the way, are not conceded by other mecfian- 
ics—and asserts th at his locomotive, with 
a light train, has run at the rate of Beventy 
miles an hour, a rate of speed th at under 
existing conditions I have no ambition to 
be carried at. 
A very extraordinary dis­ 
play is made by the Otis Steel Company, 
of Cleveland, Ohio. 
They have one sheet 
of steel three-eights of an inch thick, fifty- 
six inches wide, and no less than fiüfi inches 
in length, while they have another seventy- 
tw o wide and 110 long. 
The great tenac­ 
ity and d u ctility of this steel makes it 
altogether preferable to iron for steam 
boilers, and for reasons stated is used ex­ 
clusively on the Central Pacific road for 
locomotives. 
I t is somewhat unfortunate 
th a t the managers of the exposition did not 
defer the opening, as all is confusion so 
far, and great quantities of m aterial is yet 
to be placed and m achinery to be set up. 
The bulk of the electric machinery, of 
which there is to be an unusual display, is 
scarcely commenced to be put in operation, 
and as we are promised the sight of new 
motors, and its application for railway sig­ 
naling, and the operating of brakes on 
cars, I am desirou9 to see results. 
For 
the first tim e the great bnilding was 
lighted 
last 
night 
by 
the 
Edison 
incandescent light, the Brush arc, and 
the electric lights of several other and op­ 
posing companies, all of whom make their 
best display, and promise to improve. 
I 
shonld not wonder if many very useful ap­ 
plications of this unseen, m ysterious and 
m ighty force would be discovered, and thu3 
add to m ankind’s comfort and well-being. 
I t is amusing and instructive to go among 
the old curiosities and examine the work 
of our forefathers on the locomotive. 
The 
oldest exhibited 
íb dated 1S25, and is 
named the John Bull. I t seems the guardi­ 
ans of the original locomotive ltocket, in­ 
vented by George Stephenson, regarded it 
as too precions an inheritance to risk its 
transportation over seas and lands. Hence, 
we m ust b£ satisfied w ith the inspeotion of 
others, the inventions of men who succes­ 
sively cudgeled their brains till they pro­ 
duced the wonderful machine we are now 
so familiar w ith, and whose influence has 
set the world forward a t least two centu­ 
ries. 
Comparing the ancient w ith the 
modern engine, you see the gradual im­ 
provement and developm ent of the m a­ 
chine, till at last perfection seemB to us to 
have been reaohed, but in fact only to be 
placed among the old curiosities, and set 
aside as out of date, like those of the last 
generation. 
Perhaps you may hear from 
me agaiu, if I can find, as I may, something 
to eend you.

CANINE 
CRITIC. 


In the year 1839 a phenomenon appeared 
in the mueicai world which attracted con­ 
siderable attention in Germany. 
A gentle­ 
man who was well-known as an enthusias­ 
tic musical am ateur of D arm stadt, in the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse, had a female span­ 
iel called l ’oodle. 
By striking the animal 
whenever music was played, and a false 
note struck, she was made to howl. 
A t 
last the th reat of the upraised stick was 
equally effective, presently a mere glance 
of the m aster's eye produced the same 
howl, and a t last the false note itself. 
A 
Germ an paper of the period says : “ A t the 
present tim e there is not a concert or an 
opera at D arm stadt to which Frederick 8. 
and his wonderful dog are not invited, or, 
at least, the dog. 
The voice of the prima 
donna, the instrum ents of the band, whether 
violin, clarionet, hautbois or bogle—all of 
them m ust execute their parts in perfect 
harmony, otherw ise Poodle looks a t its 
m aster, erects its cars, shows its grinders 
and howls outright. 
Old or new pieccB, 
known or unknown to the dog, produce 
the same effect.” 
I t m ust not be supposed 
th at the discrim ination of th e creature was 
confined to the mere execution of musical 
compositions. 
W hatever may have been 
the case at the outset of its musical career, 
tow ards its close a vicious modulation or a 
false relation of parts produced the same 
result. 
“ Sometimes to tease th e dog,” 
says our German authority, “ Mr. S. and 
his friends take a pleasure iu annoying the 
canine critic, by em itting all sorts of dis­ 
cordant sounds from instrum ent and voice. 
On such occasions the creature loses all 
self-command, its eyes shoot forth fiery 
flashes, and long and frightful howls re­ 
spond to the inharmonious concert of the 
mischievous bipeds. 
But the latter m ust 
be careful not to go too far, because when 
the dog’s patience is much tried it becomes 
savage, and endeavors to bite both its per­ 
secutors aud tbeir instrum ents.”—[London 
Society.

GENERAL CROOK. 


Som ething About the W arrior's Early I lie 
and Successful M ilitary Career. 
A t this particular tim e, when the pnblic 
attention is fastened upon General Crook, 
a few facts respecting his past operations 
will be read w ith interest. 
Those who are 
familiar, in a general way, w ith his career 
a9 a soldier will not be surprised th a t he is 
now an object of universal solicitation, as 
his war record is replete w ith a succession 
of brilliant achievem ents, th at anv m ilitary 
man m ight well feel proad of. 
His rapid 
rise wa9 not secured through the favor of 
influential friends, but earned by “ m eri­ 
torious, gallant, and distinguished service,” 


HIS EARLY l i f e . 
Beginning w ith the tim e of his birth, 
1830, George Crook resided in Ohio till IS 
years of age, when he passed a severe ex­ 
amination successfully which adm itted him 
to W est Point. 
Ju ly 1, 1SÓ2, he was bre­ 
veted Sjcond Lieutenant in the Fourth In ­ 
fantry. 
One year lator he was a full- 
fledged Second Lieutenant, and M arch II, 
lSJfi, was made a First Lieutenant. 
M ay 
14, 1S61, he wore the straps of a Captain. 
Four m onths later he was made Colonel of 
the T hirty-sixth Ohio Volunteers, and the 
following May was a Brevet M ajor of th e 
U nited States army. 
Septem ber 7, 1862, 
he was promoted to a Brigadier General in 
the U nited States volunteer s-rvice, aud 
October 7, 18(13, he was breveted a Colonel 
in the U nited States arm y, and in les9 than 
one year he was found in the field as a 
Brevet 
Major General 
of 
the 
U nited 
S tates Volunteers. 
In October of 1864 he 
was made a M ajor-General of the U nited 
States Volunteers, and the next M arch was 
breveted a Brigadier-General in the U nited 
States army, aud also breveted a M ajor- 
General. 
He was m ustered out of the 
volunteer service January 15, 1866, and 
then began his second career in the U nited 
States army as M ajor of the Third Infan­ 
try Ju ly 18, 1866. 
Ten days later he was 
made Colonel of the Tw enty-third Infan­ 
try, and October 2¡), 1S73, received his com­ 
mission of Brigadier-General in the regular 
army. 
Thus it will be seen th at he came 
to the surface very rapidly, and sustained 
his reputation by being appointed pretty 
close to the top a few years after the w ar 
ceased. 
DURING TH E REBELLION. 
H is engagements during the rebellion 
carried him into some of the heaviest and 
bloodiest battles of W est Virginia, Vir­ 
ginia, Tennessee, Georgia, M aryland, and 
N orth and South Carolina. 
H istory fre­ 
quently speaks of the service of General 
Crook as being “ meritorious, gallant, and 
distinguished,” and his promotions, one 
after the other, followed deeds of bravery 
and successful combat w ith the enemy. 
H e was wounded several times, but was 
never absent from the field any length of 
time. 
The tim e spent in Arizona, in 1S73 74, 
would, if properly w ritten up from data, 
present a pen-picture th a t would put to 
blush the most heroic effjrts of authors of 
the ordinary dime literature. 
Up to the 
tim e General Crook whipped the savage 
tribes of the Southw est into submission, 
Arizona was the scene of a series of fierce 
and bloody struggles w ith the Apaches. 
The intrepidity, daring, and self-sacrifice 
of the early pioneere, who won th at rich 
domain foot by foot, from its savage occu­ 
pants, yet remains to be w ritten, and when 
once down will be one of tne bloodiest 
pages in the history of frontier settlem ents. 
The hostile tribes were only conquered by 
the strategy and perseverance of the man 
of whom this is being w ritten. 


APACHE ATROCITIES, 
I t is known th a t the outrages previous 
to the tim e alluded to above were of such 
an atrocious character as to cause the blood 
of men to run cold as reports of the massa- 
creing ot innocent women and children 
came in ; and when the soldiers and fron­ 
tiersm en finally ended those terrible days 
there was great rejoicing in consequence. 
The m anner of handling these Indians was 
sim ilar to the plans adopted by General 
Crook on the present campaign, viz : by 
employing no mode of transportation but 
the saddle and aparejan strapped upon the 
backs of mules, thus being enabled to move 
w ith great speed and doing excellent ex­ 
ecution. 
His Indian scouts belonging, as 
they do, to the m ost virtuous and intelli­ 
gent class of Apaches and Mohaves, are in 
consequence very strong and athletic. One 
of the gentlemen from whom a pirtion of 
this information is obtained, said th at years 
ago, when he was in th at country, as soon 
as a boat struck Point Isabelle, on the 
Gulf of California, a Mohave or Apache 
courier would a t once start on foot for 
Yuma, a distance of !)4 miles, and in 24 
hours would arrive a t Ins destination. The 
same kind of m aterial is now employed 
by Crook, and besides their fleetnesB of 
foot and powers of endurance, these In ­ 
dian scouts possess rem arkable sagacity in 
traveling. 
SAGACITY OF THE SCOUTS. 
' 
M any of them can m ake several miles 
the darkest night on a trail by exam ining 
stones th a t have been disturbed by the ob­ 
ject sought for. 
The campaign of 1875. 
occupying the m onths of February and 
M arch, and which is th e only w inter cam­ 
paign ever made in the D epartm ent of 
the Platte, is yet fresh in the mind of the 
average reader, and hence needs bnt a 
brief reference. 
General Crook defeated 
Crazy Horse w ith but alight loss of troops. 
Then followed the great war of 1876, in 
which Crook led the expedition in per­ 
son th at operated from the south against 
to e allied forces of w hat is known as the 
S itting Bull movement. 
He fought and 
drove the Sioux, 3 000 strong, under Crazy 
Horse and W hite Antelope, on the Rose­ 
bud, June 17, 1876, when the allied forces 
retreated to the “ Greasy G rais C re e k ” 
(i. e., the L ittle Big Horn), where C uster 
was killed. 
Then he made the extraor­ 
dinary march, w ithout wagons or tents, for 
weeks, and finally struck the hostiles at 
Slim Buttes, where he defeated them w ith 
heavy loss. 
From there the hostiles fled 
across the border into tbe British Posses­ 
sions. 
This practically ended the strag ­ 
gle, for Crazy Horse delivered himself uo 
and the bucks came iu. 
General Crook 
was feared and revered by the Sioux to 
such an extent th at he never had any seri­ 
ous trouble w ith them after th at time. 


KNOWLEDGE OF IN DIA N CHARACTER. 
He also gained the confidence of several 
tribes to such an extent, by his knowledge 
of their tem peram ent and the fair treat­ 
m ent th at he bestowed, that, upon his 
return there from the D epartm ent of the 
P latte last year, he settled disturbances 
th at had 
already 
assumed 
dangerous 
aspects. 
The very fact th at he now has 
the Chiricahoa Indians (a part of the 
Apache Nation) fighting their own kin, ii 
sufficient evidence of bis control over those 
people. 
General Crook gives the Indian 
credit of possessing more intelligence, cour­ 
age, and tact than men who are entirely 
ignorant, or only p irtislly informed, of 
their mode of warfare or manner of living. 
The fellows who are now employed by him 
as scouts care nothing about foot travel— 
in fact, the only nse they m ake of a horse 
is to kill and eat it wheoever one is cap­ 
tured. 
You can readily observe the ad­ 
vantage Crook haa, therefore, by possessing 
the services of bis Indian aconta. 
They 
can run all day and all night w ithout food 
or sleep, and knowing th a t they will be re­ 
warded, are doubtless more than anxions to 
faithfully serve the (¿eneral and return to 
their families, who are virtually held in 
bondage for the good conduct of the princi­ 
pals. —[In ter Ocean.

A person in good health, w ith fair play, 
*aye the Isanctt, eaeily retiste oold. 
But 
when the health flags a little, and liberties 
are taken with the stomach or the nervous 
system , a chill is easily taken, and accord­ 
ing to the weak spot of the individual, as­ 
sumes the form of a cold, or pneumonia, or, 
it may be, jaundice. 
Of all causes of 
“ cold,” probably fatigue is one of the most 
efficient. 
A jaded man coming borne at 
night from a loDg day's work, a growing 
youth losing tw o hours' sleep over evening 
parties tw o or three tim es a week, or a 
young lady heavily “ doing the season,” 
youDg children overfed ami w ith a short 
a lowance of sleep, are common instances 
of the victims of “ cold.” Luxury is favor­ 
able to chill-taking ; very hot rooms, soft 
chtirs, feather beds, create a sensitiveness 
th at leads to catarrhs. 
I t is Dot after all, 
the “ cold'' tbatissom ueh to be fearedasthe 
antecedent conditions th at give the attack a 
chance of doing harm. 
.Some of the worst 
“ colds ” happen to those who do not leave 
their house or even their bed, and those 
who are m ost invulnerable are often those 
who are most exposed to changes of tern- 
perature, and who, by good sleep, cold 
bathing and regular habits, preserve the 
tone uf their nervous system and circula­ 
tion. 
Probably many chills are contracted 
at night or at the fag end of the day, when 
tired people get the equilibrium of their 
circulation disturbed by either overheated 
sitting rooms or underheated bedrooms and 
bids. 
Tdie is specially the case with 
elderly people. 
In such cases the mischief 
is not always done instantaneously, or in a 
single night. 
I t often takes place insidi­ 
ously, extending over days or even weeks. 
I t thus appears th at “ takiDg oold ” is not 
by aBy means a simple result of a lower 
tem perature, but depends largely on per­ 
sonal conditions and habits, affecting es­ 
pecially the nervous and m uscular energy 
of the body.

C hinese P oisons —The commonest pois­ 
ons are said to be opium, arsenic and cer­ 
tain noxious essences derived from herbs. 
But besides these other things are taken by 
suicides and given by m urderers to cause 
death. 
In some of the Southern provinces 
there exists a particular kind of siik-woim, 
known as the (lolden Silk-worm, which is 
reared by m iscreants to serve either pur­ 
pose as occasion may require. Quicksilver, 
which is also used w ith fatal effect, is 
either swallowed, or, like the “ juice of 
cursed hebenon” which sentH am let’s father 
to his account, is poured into the ear. The 
torture neA ssarily consequent on this last 
method of using it m ust be so excessive 
th at it may safely be assumed th a t it linda 
favor only w ith m urderers. 
Swallowing 
gold, on the other hand, seems to be the 
favorite way of seeking death w ith wealthy 
suicides. It has been held by some writers 
th at the expression “ swallowing gold” is 
but a metaphorical phrase meaning “ swal­ 
lowing poison,” ju st as when a notable cul­ 
prit is ordered to strangle himself he is said 
to have had “ a siiken oord” sent to him. 
B at the “ Coroners’ M anual” puts it be­ 
yond question th at gold is actually swal­ 
lowed,and itlpre8cribes the remedies which 
Bhould be adopted to effect a cure. 
Gold 
not being a poison, death is the result 
either of suffocation or laceration of the 
intestines. 
W hen suffocation is imminent, 
draughts of strained rice-water, we are 
told, should be given to wash the gold 
downward, and when this object has beoa 
attained, the flesh of partridges, among 
other things, should be eaten by the patient 
to “ soften the gold” and thus prevent its 
doing injury. 
Silver is also taken in the 
same way. B ut though w ealthy Chinamen 
thus find a pleasure in seeking extinction 
by means of the precious metals, they have 
never gone the length of pounding diamonds 
to get rid of either themselves or their en­ 
emies after the m anner of Indianpotentates.
